“Open Pulpit” Controversy 
Will Also Be Revived at the 
Triennial Convention in Cin- 
cinnati—-Delegates Are Ar- 
riving for the Convention. 


Cincinnati, October 8.—Delegates to 
the forty-third general convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal church in 
America began to arrive here today. 
The gathering, which is triennial, will 
open Wednesday. 

Rev. Henry Anstice, of New York, 
who has been assistant secretary and 
secretary of the church’s house of depu- 
ties since 1877, was one of the early 
arrivals. He declared that the conven- 
tion will be one of the most important 
in the history of the church. 

Five amendments to the constitution 
of the big religious body are to come 
before the delegates, acording to Dr. 
Anstic. 


“Open Pulpit” Fight. 

The so-calléd ‘“‘open pulpit” contro- 
versy was explained by him as _- re- 
ferring to the extent to which the pul- 
pit should be restricted—‘whether to 
ordained clergymen or to a larger class 
approved by the church.” 

“The term ‘open pulpit’ is a misnom- 
er,” he added. 

“Dr. Anstice also indicated that 
there may be a discussion over chang- 
ing the name of the church, A move- 
ment has been pushed in the organi- 
aztion for years to make the title 
“American Catholic church.” 

“There is no reason why the Roman 
and other Episcopal churches,” said Dr. 
Anstice. “‘We wish to get away from 
both terms. Our church is distinctly 
American and is Catholic in the broad- 
est sense.

He will go to Freeport, L. IL. to- 
morrow afternoon to speak toe the 
Southern New York Firemen’s Associa- 
tion, to his editorial office in New 
York Wednesday, and Thursday his 
southern trip begins. On his return 
from the south he is to start on a cam- 
paign tour of the state. 

Itinerary of Southern Tour.

He will oc- 
cupy a private car, which, during most 
of the journey, is to be attached to reg-. 
ular trains. Leaving New York by

SEARCHING PROBE 
FEARED BY SOLON 


Witness in Lorimer Case 
Makes Conditions. 


‘Senator Dicdactel, ‘Asbuied ‘of 


Paying $2,500 for Lorimer 
Vote, Willing to Testify if 
the Committee Will Agree to 


Forego Cross-Examination. 


Chicago, October 3.—State Senator 
John Broderick, who is directly ac- 
cused by his colleague, Senator D. W. 
Holtsiaw, of Iuka, of paying him 
$2,500, which he (Holtslaw) supposed 
was for his vote for Senator Lorimer, 
was called as a witness today before 


the Lorimer investigating committee. 

He did not testify because his coun- 
sel, Attorney Thomas Dawson, asked 
that the examination be confined to 
the main question of his client having 
promised or paid a bribe to Holtslaw 


or any other persons and that he be 
not questioned specifically concerning 
the time and place of the alleged pay- 
ment of the money to Holtslaw. 


Must Be Crogs-Examined. 


The committee, after considering the 
request in executive session, announced 
that it could not entertain the pro- 
priety of examining the witness with 
cross-examination suspended. 

“Direct and cross-examination must 
proceed if the witness testified until 
the interposition of some objection to 
a specific questipn,” said Chairman 
Burrows. “Therefore the committee 
asks that the witness be withdrawn 
at this time and after further con- 
sideration the matter will be determin- 
ed tomorrow morning.” 

Before making his request to limit 
the examination, Attorney Dawson said 
that Broderick was ready and willing 
to testify on any and all points con- 
nected with the investigation, but that 
he and associate counsel for the ac- 
cused state senator who Its under in- 
dictment in Sangamon county for brib- 
ing Holtslaw were conyinced that to 
allow cross-examination on the ques- 
tion of time and place and the at- 
tendant circumstances in the alleged 
payment of the bribe to Senator Holt- 
slaw would be prejudical to Senator 
Broberick’s case. 

Told About His Client. 

Attorney Dawson was called to the 
stand and testified at some length con- 
cerning the whereabouts of his client 
since his return from Springfield last 
week. 

Dawson insisted that he did not meet 
Broderick until last Saturday and that 
Saturday afternoon },e communicated 
with the sergeant-at-arms of the com- 
mittee and told him that Broderick 
would appear to testify this morning. 

A number of impeaching witnesses 
were called by the defense to disprove 
statements made by Representative 
Charles A. White, the first witness to 
testify against Lorimer. 

It is said that Minority Leader Lee 
O’Neil Browne will appear before the 
committee tomorrow and the ruling to: 
be announced on the Broderick request 
will probably be extended to his case, 
should he make a similar petition to 
limit the scope of his examination. 
Counsel for Broderick declared that his 
client, after his trial which he said 
would probably be early in November, 
would be willing and ready to appear 
before the committee and answer any 
and all questions asked of him. 

Woman on the Stand. 

George F. Gloss and his wife. Mrs. 
Ella Gloss, two of the witnesses heard

“Resolved, first, That a_i prisoner 
should be paid according to his indus- 
try, the amount to be administered for 
his family and for the prisoner's re- 
habilitation on dtscharge; second, for 
the present it is practicable that the 
state should adminggber this relief, but 
that the work shou be taken in hand 
by prisoners’ aid societies; third, that 
n view of the far-reaching importance 

this question, the congress be aske}j 
Np, ave the subject further considered 
uc “tte next convention.” 

M. Loren Von Thermatt, of Holland, 
Suggested that the resolution be so 
amended as to provide that in case of 
urgent need in the case of the family 
the administration of 
the prison in which he was incarcerat- 
ed should be empowered to give reiief 
out of the money due to the priscn*r 
or to recommend the case to the com- 
mittee. He declared that in Holland, 
the earnings of a prisoner wa: divided 
parts, .one-half of which 
could be expended, the other half be- 
held in reserve for the prisoner 
upon his release. 

As to Family’s Needs. 

The question was raised by D. 
torkis, of the Nationa! University 
Greece whether the money should be 
paid without or with the consent of 
the prisoner and who was to decide as 
to the family’s needs. M. Von Ther- 
matt replied that the official inquiry 
should decide the point. M. Schram- 
ack, director of the French prison sys- 
tem, favored leaving such decision to 
the prison administration. 

Judge Robert Wilkin, of New York, 
suggested that it would be advisable 
for the congress first to place itself 
squarely on record as being in favor 
of making provision for a prisoner's 
family. He declared that in the 
tinited States many prisoners were un- 
able to earn anything and, therefore, 
that it was unsafe to particularize as 
to how his earnings should be appor- 
tioned. The matter was then referred 
back to the section for further con- 
sideration tomorrow.

HOW THE WHITE MINISTERS 
CAN HELP ATLANTA NEGROES 


At the regular monthly meeting of 
the Evangelical Ministers’ Association 
of Atlanta at the First Presbyterian 
church yesterday afternoon, the fea- 
ture of the program was a paper read 
by Rev. H. H. Proctor, the pastor of 
the negro Congregational church, on 
the subject: “What the White Minis- 
ters Can Do in Helping Make Better 
Citizens of the Negroes.” 

There were a number of both white 
and colored preachers present. The 
paper so impressed the white minis- 
ters that it was decided that copies 
of it should be printed and sent to 
every white pastor in Atlanta, and 
that it should be the subject for dis- 
cussion at the next meeting in No- 
vember. 

Rev. Proctor, 
there were seven “ways 
white ministers can help 
become better citizens.” 

He first said that the. white minis- 
ters should pray for the negroes. “We 
must be friends,”’ he declared, “in order 
that this problem may be solved.” 

His second request was that the 
ministers. speak a good word for the 
negro. This was closely followed by 
thé third, asking the ministers to use 


in his paper, stated 
in which the 


the negroes 


their influence among their people to 
get them interested In the welfare of 
the morals of their servants. 

In this connection he said the ideals 
of the employers greatly affect the 
ideals of the employees. 

Next, Rev. Proctor asked that in- 
fluence be used to improve public 
School facilities for the negroes. He 
Said the negro school children of At- 
lanta number 10,000, and he declared 
5,081 of the number. are gut of school. 
“The negroes of this city pay $10,000 
for education of their children,” he 
stated, “that the whites get free.” 

That the sanitary conditions sur- 
rounding the negroes should be at- 
tended to was his fifth suggestion. 
The negro, when living under bad san- 
itary conditions, naturally spreads dis- 
ease among the whites. He made a 
plea for better sewerage in the ne- 
gro sections, better streets and better 
homes. 

In his sixth suggestion he laid great 
stress upon a reformation of the penal 
system of the state, saying the only 
solution to the criminal problem in 
Georgia is the establishment of re- 
format®ries.

liability to taxation of its franchises! 
in Georgia. 

The Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany finally, acting through its Geor- 
gia attorneys, Dorsey, Brewster, How- 
ell & Heyman, filed a bill in equity in 
the United States court, asking that 
the comptroller general be enjoined : 

m enforcing or collecting any fran- | 
chise tax on its property in Georgia. 

Upon the hearing the case, Albert 
Howell, Jr., appeared for the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, and John 
C. Hart, attorney general of: Georgia, | 
and J. D. Kilpatrick, special attorney : 
for the state of Georgia, appeared in, 
behalf of the state. | 
Judge Newman, who heard the case, 
ruled that the state of Georgia was, 
clearly entitled to collect a franchise 
tax, and that the relation of the tele- 
graph company to the post foads act 
of congress plainly afforded no rea- 
son why the company should’ be ex- 
empt from the tax laws of Georgia. 

Western Union Appeals. 

It was from this decision, rendered 
by Judge Newman, that the attorneys 
for the Western Union Telegraph 
Company filed . their appeal to the 
United States circuit court of ap- 
peals. 

The case was argued by Mr. Howell 
and Judge Hart before the United 
States court of appeals on October 
5, 1909, and presented so many intri- 
cate propositions of constitutional law 
that the court only reached its de- 
cision in the appeal on Monday. 

The decision as rendered 
sustains the contention of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company and ex- 
empts it from state taxation.upon all 
of its franchises in Georgia, as well as 
elsewhere, and reversing Judge New- 
man on all grounds. 

The aggregate valuation of the 
franchise of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company in Georgia since the 
passage of the franchise act in 1902 
is said to amount to over six millions 
of dollars, so that, independent of the 
principle involved in the litigation, the 
financiai. issue as stake was of great 
importance. 


State Will Appeal. 

The state of Georgia wil] take an 
appeal to the supreme court of the 
United States in the Western Union 
franchise tax case, which was decided 
adversely to the interests of the state 
by the circuit. court of the Unitea 
States on yesterday. 

When asked about 
Comptroller General 
Wr ght said: 

“I have not conferred with the at- 
torney- general as yet, but if he an- 
proves, the case will be appealed. Tt 
will be recalied that in the case of the 
Western of Alabama railway the state 
Ost in both the district and circuit 
courts, but the supreme court sus- 
tained the contention of the state.” 

The case referred to by the comp- 
troller general was the taxat’on of 
15,000 shares of stock of the Western 
Railway of Alabama corporation, upon 
which the state insisted that the Geor- 
gia railroad, which owned these shares, 
was liable for taxation. Of the stock 
of the Alabama corporation, 30,000 
shares was originally owned by thea 
Georgia Railroad and Bank ng Com- 
pany and by the Central Railroad and 
Banking Company. In the final settle- 
ment of the case the state received 
$560,000 in. back. taxes.

| Fletcher, he came into his own this year with an overwhelming nomi- 


nation for the same high office, defeating Senator James P. 


Taliaferro. 
The death of such a man, in the meridian of his usefulness, en- 


dowed with the faculties of mind and heart that attracted men and 
held them to him; possessing courage in a remarkable degree, is a 
loss to his state and the south. 

The untimely end of Governor Broward recalls, as a peculiar | 
coincidence, the death of former Senator Bryan, of the same state, 
in the first year of his term in the United States senate.

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THE NEW PENOLOGY. 


With an attendance of delegates from the most important coun- 
tries in civilization, the International Prison Congress is now in 
s¢ssion in Washington city. : 

Two significant speeches at the opening meeting comprise the 
keynote both to the congress and to the new penology the world 
turns to with increasing prevalence. 

In welcoming the delegates in hehalf of President Taft, Attorney 
General Wickersham stressed the manner in which justice nowadays 
aims its methods at the prevention( rather than the punishment, of 
crime. 

He was followed by Charles R. Henderson, professor of soci- 
ology at the University of Chicago, whose theme was such reform 
in our police procedure as would reduce the number of arrests for 
trivial offenses and avotd, as far as possible, bringing youthful ° ‘or 
first. offenders into dangerous contact with the hardened criminal. 

Viewed from the standpoint of Attorney ‘General Wickersham, 
it will be seen that the highest authorities today regard crime as the 
conscientious physician does disease—preventive measures in both 
\nstances being preferable to those of a sheerly remedial nature. 

The doctrine preached by Professor Henderson is simply a cor- 
ollary of the views of Mr. Wickersham, since they also are directed 
at checking the breeding of criminals at what may be an extremely 
prolific source. 

Not only in our handling of juveniles, but as well in the manage- 
nent of jails and penitentiaries the world over, the new penology is 
steadily becoming more effective. 

Our aim is, first, to foster such social Soedbibiels as wtll of them- 
selves tend to prevent crime. 

Once the crime, large or small, has been committed, the next 
indication is so to handle the offender as to reform, not deform, his 
‘character and mental outlook. 

It has taken us a good many hundred years to arrive at these 
sane conclusions. Indications, as in the case of this prison congress, 
that all civilization is cooperating toward their enforcement, are most 


hopeful eripptoms.

Negro Education. 
Editor Constitution: I wish to heartily 
commend and thank you for the posi- 


comrades, and banish despair. 
When an army goes into battle ex- 
Lpecting defeat it is never disappointed. 


There is no use trying to conceal the; 


fact that the democrats entered the 
late canvass expecting defeat, and Mr. 
Bryan and his half-hearted champions 
were accommodated. But as Antaeus 
received new strength from his mother 
earth as often as he touched the. 
ground, so will the democratic party 
be strengthened. 

To show how. the American people 
are essentially democratic — how 
democracy .is imbedded in their hearts, 
and that the party will live contempo- 
raneous with the republic—I wouid 
refer to past defeats and triumphs. 

In 1840 a political cyclone swept the 
democratic party out of power. Har- 


Van Buren 60 votes. Then, as now, 
there were democrats ready to desert 
the party; but then, as now, the stal- 
wart democrats lifted high the old ban- 
ner, and four years afterward James 
K. Polk was elected president of the 
United States. Henry Clay, as he went 
down with his colors, exclaimed: 

“We'll pick our flints and try again,” 
and in 1848 Zach Taylor, the whig can- 
didate, flpated into the white house on 
the popular wave which deluged the 
democratic party. Then, as now, there 
were democrats ready to surrender, but 
the true men stood firm, and in 1852 
Franklin Pierce peceived 264 electoral 
votes, while only 42 were cast for 
Winfield Scott, 

At the close of the war there was 2 
little band of northern democrats still 
pleading for the constitution and democ- 
racy. Around this nucleus the national 
democracy clustered, and its march 
has been steadily onward. Thrice has 
it elected a president, and thrice it 
had a majority in the house of repre- 
sensatives, where, a few years ago, it 
had only thirty members. When a 
vessel has been shipwrecked the sane!

a political party has been defeated the 
spoilsmen commence hunting for some 
new organization in the hope of float- 
ing into office.

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Wearing the trailing black ermine, 
the three justices of the United States 
circuit court of appeals for the fifth 
judicial district, Hon. Don A. Pardee,

160 Eighth Ward Citizens 
Want It on the East- 
ern Side. 


A petition from eighth ward citizens, 
signed by 160 taxpayers, has been pre- 
sented to the board of education ask- 
ing that a new school be located in 
that section of the city ang placed in 
Ansley Park on the eastern side. 

The petitioners show that a new 
school is being built on the western 
limits of eighth ward and the Tenth 
street school serves the southern: part 
of the eighth ward. It is stated that 
to place a school house on ‘the east 
side of Ansley Park would ténd ,to 
equalize the distance between the 
other schools. 

In connection with this petition, BE. 
P. Ansley has made the following offer 
to the city: 

“T have secured options on lots Nos. 
7 and 8, in block No. 29, Ansley Park, 
from the present owners, dated Sep- 
tember 24 and expiring thirty days 
thereafter, at the price of $3,500 each, 
or $7,000 for the town lots, with an 
agreement on the part of the: owner of 
lot No. 6 that the adjoining: lots may 
be used for school purposes. 


“If the city will purchase said lots 


7 and 8, and locate the school at this 
point, I hereby agree to donate to the 
city lots Nos. 9 and 10, in block No, 239, 
for school purposes. 

“Each of the above named lots has 
a frontage of 70 feet on the western 
side of Park Lane and extends back a 
little over 300 feet to the playgrounds 
in the rear, which will give the city a 
lot 280x300 feet, with playgrounds both 
in the front and rear. These lots are 
well elevated, and, in my opinion, 
offer an ideal location for a school. 

“T consider the two lots which I offer 
to donate to the city worth at the 
present time $6,000, and I make this 
offer for the sole purpose of aiding as 
far as I can in the establishment of a 
school in this part of the efghth ward.

“Hi, there, porter, step into a 8sa- 
loon and get me a cold bottle of beer 
to go with this lunch.” 

No, you don’t. That would have 
gone a few days ago, but it won't go 
now. Up to last Saturday, when a 
fellow wanted a bottle of cold beer 
to eat with his lunch, all he had to do 
was to tell the waiter to get it for 
him and the waiter went into a sa- 
lodn and got it. 

But now the city attorney has made 
a ruling on the new color line ordi- 
nance which puts a stop to any such 
ordering for beer, 

Under a late law whites and ne- 
grees cannot drink in the same saloon. 
The saloonkeeper must elect what col- 
or of customers he wants, and if he 
says white he cannot allow a negro 
to enter. his saloon and buy beer. 


That’s where the rub comes in. The 
law says a negro cannot buy beer in 
a saloon for whites. Nobody dreamed 
that this might bar (no pun intended) 
negroes from getting beer as porters 


for white. men, but the city attorney. 


says it does, 

And that’s not all of it. Several of 
the hotel proprieters and keepers of 
big lunch houses “seught all they 
would have to do woud be to get 
council to amend. the ordinance so ne- 
gro porters could get beer in white 


|! saloons for white men; but council has 


balked. At least the police committee 
has, and on Monday afternoon Alder- 
man Pomeroy, chairman of the police 
committee, said the ordinance would 
not be amended.

HALSTEAD ACCUSED 
OF EMBEZZLEMENT 


Son of the Famous Journal- 
ist Indicted in Wash- 
ington. 


“probably drowned” 


Washington, October 3.—Griffin Hai- 
stead, son of the famous journalist, the 
late Murat Halstead, whose well-known 
brokerage firm failed January 17, last, 
was indicted by the federal grand 
jury today on charges of embezzlement, 
false pretense and larceny. 

Two indictments were returned. One 
dealt with Halstead’s alleged wrong- 
ful conversion to his own use of two 
notes aggregating $5,500 given to him 
by John H. Howell, a customer, and 
the alleged embezzlement of $4,800 in 
cash which Howell claims never was 
credited to ‘his account, 

Another charge relates to an alleged 
similar transaction with Orinda E. 
Yerkes, in which Halstead is allegsi 
to have misappropriated 200 shares of 
Uniteg States preferred stock certn- 
cates valued at $25,200 ang bonds of a 
Florida corporation of the market value 
of $960. 

About two weeks after the suspen- 
sion of the brokerage firm of Griffin- 
Halstead & Co. a complaint was made 
to the district attorney by Hubert 
Kleinpeter, chauffeur for Mrs. Mark 
Hanna, that Halstead had wrongfully 
withheld 100 shares of New York, On- 
tario and Western rallway stocks.
